In an opinion that haa the

ions of any treaty concluded between
the United Statea and any foreign na-

tion."

opinion and announced that

with the right of finally carrying the
question to the court of customs ap-

peals.

President Directs Caucus on Currency
President Wilson gave the order for
senate caucus on currency bill. Fol-

lowing a conference with the presi-
dent, Senator Swanson. in charge dur-
ing the absence of Caucus Chairman
Kern, returned to the capitol and is-

sued the call.
As aoon aa the currency committee

adjourned the democratic members,
with the exception of Senators Heed
and iiltchcock, closeted themselves in
the room of Senator Mollis and went
over the situation. They reached the
conclusion that a full agreement In
committee was Impossible and that a
caucua was the only aolutlon.

The caucus petition was signed by
27 democsatlc senators, practically all
of whom are In the city. Telegrams
for all absentees were sent out.

Bill to Aid Stats Roads.
Itoad construction In the western

atatea will receive a substantial Im-

petus If congress paases a bill recent-
ly Introduced by Senator Myers, of
Montana, chairman of the senate pub-

lic landa committee, at the request of
the Interior department, in terma
this bill grants to each of the western
states 250,000 acrea of public lands,
with authority to the states to sell It

at not less than 14 an acre, and apply
the proceeds to good roads work. g

the lands granted the states
can be aold at the price named, the
bill Is equivalent to a grant of H.Ooo,-00- 0

to each state for the purpose nam-

ed.

May Permit Shipment of Arms.
Developments In the Mexican situa-

tion here have emphasised the deter-
mination of the Washington govern-
ment to refuse to recognise any of
the acts of the new Mexican congreaa.
It also wan shown that President Wil
sou was considering the question of
permitting exportation of arm to all
(actions in the southern republic.

The state department made public
Huerta'a statemeut to the diplomatic
corps at Mexico City. White houae
officials called attention to what seem-
ed to them an Inconsistency In the
lluerta note wherein It assumed as
valid the election of congressmen vot-

ed upon at the aame time the vote wits
cast for president and
which Is to be declared by Huerta null
and void.

The purpose of the United Statea Is
neither to recognise liuerta's right to
continue in power, nor the acts of the
new congress is the essence of what
has been communicated to the foreign
diplomats by this government.

Secretary of State Hryan has signed
a peace treaty with Honduras, through
Minister Membreno. The plan Is in
accordance with the peace view of
President Wilson. Similar treaties
have been signed with Panama. Sal
vador and Oauieinaia.

Both Chairman Doremus, of the
democratic congressional committee,
and Chairman Woods, of the republi
can congressional commute, express-
ed satisfaction with the tesult of the
elections.
